The clock turned back to 
1758 yesterday in 
downtown Halifax, all in 
the name of democracy. 

The full day of activities, 
which kicked off with a 
traditional Mi'lcmaq 

smudging ceremony and 
military encampment and 
ended with a dazzling 
18th-century ball, marked 
the 250th birthday of par¬ 
liamentary democracy in 
Canada. 

Rain and fog dampened 
things a little, postponing 
the Blue Nose II sail-past 
and 8:30 p.m. fireworks 
until today, if the weather 
permits. 

Metro Halifax asked peo¬ 
ple on the street yesterday 
if they knew why people 
were celebrating. 

Andre MacNeil of Hali¬ 
fax, who stopped pedaling 
past Grand Parade to check 
out the bagpipers, said he 


had heard about it on the 
news yesterday morning. 

“I didn’t know it was 
happening here so it’s sort 
of cool,” he said. “It’s nice 
to see everybody in cos¬ 
tume.” 

Student Gillian Bones 
knew what the revelry was 
about, but didn’t think it 
was deserved. 

“I don’t have a strong 
faith in democracy in 
Canada as I would like to,” 
she said. 

“We have it pretty good; 
don’t get me wrong, but 
I’m not sure democracy is 
alive and kicking. 

Unfortunately, there’s 
still quite a few inequities 
within our political struc¬ 
tures that haven’t been to¬ 
tally ironed out yet.” 

The province launched 
the Democracy 250 cele¬ 
brations and activities to 
recognize Nova Scotia’s 
role in having the oldest 
legislature and representa¬ 
tive government in the 
country.

Workers at IMP Aerospace 
refuse work over safety issues

Employees at IMP Aero¬ 
space refused to go to work 
yesterday. 

They sent out a state¬ 
ment yesterday morning 
announcing their refusal 
to work because of health 
and safety concerns. 

“The company is either 
unwilling or unable to pro¬ 
tect our members health and 
safety,” said Scott Beaver, 
CAW union representative 
and president of the Joint Oc¬ 
cupational Health and Safety 
Committee. 

CAW Local 2215 repre¬ 
sents over 500 aerospace 
and electronics workers in 
the Halifax area, 150 of 
whom work at IMP. IMP 
provides engineering and 
support to the Canadian 
and American militaiy. 


Specifically they work on 
Sea King, Aurora, and Cor¬ 
morant aircraft. 

The provincial labour de¬ 
partment began investigat¬ 
ing complaints at IMP in 
1996, but on May 31st, 2007 
the federal department of 
labour took over the investi¬ 
gation. 

“We have little to no sup¬ 
port from the federal inspec¬ 
torate since that time, and 
after several failed attempts 
to resolve the issues it has 
come to this,” said Beaver in 
the statement. He did not re¬ 
turn calls yesterday. 

“These members are re¬ 
fusing to work at any build¬ 
ing operated by IMP.” 

IMP’S operations are 
housed at the Halifax Stan¬ 
field International Airport. 

An IMP representative as 
well as a federal health and 
safety officer did not return 
calls yesterday.

Official defends city's 
online voting system

Early bird voters may cast 
their ballots for the 
upcoming municipal elec¬ 
tion online tomorrow as 
the city launches a new, 
controversial e-voting sys¬ 
tem. 

The issue is an estimated 
2,800 people — about one 
per cent of all registered 
voters — have more than 
one valid e-voting login. 

That could allow them to 
cast more than one vote for 
the Oct. 18 election. 


So far, about 120 people 
have come forward, says 
Cathy Mellett, the city’s e- 
vote project manager. 

Still, Mellet says she’s 
confident in the system, 
which requires voters to en¬ 
ter their birthdate when 
they vote. 

“No voters list is ever per¬ 
fect, but we’ve been taking 
additional precautions to 
ensure that we’re tracking 
and monitoring and report¬ 
ing duplicates and deceased 
voters, disabling pins dur¬ 
ing the entire process,” she 
said. 

Bruce DeVenne, who’s

Sackville, thinks e-voting 
should be scrapped. 

“It’s too easy to be 
abused,” he said. “It just 
doesn’t seem to be secure or 


bug-free enough for my lik¬ 
ing.” 

DeVenne also takes issue 
having the advance e-voting 
so far ahead of election day 
Oct. 18. He says it’s not fair 
to the non-incumbents be¬ 
cause it cuts their campaign 
time in half. 

Mellett says the city needs 
time to update the voter 
lists before the next ad¬ 
vance poll Oct. 11. While 
technology is available to do 
that faster, she said e-voting 
is a pilot project and the 
city wasn’t prepared to 
move any faster. 

Despite the kinks, some 


voters say nothing beats the 
convenience of voting from 
their livingrooms. 

Paul McEachern of south- 
end Halifax says he’s lean¬ 
ing towards it. 

“People fill the newspa¬ 
pers with complaints about 
city hall and the school 
board, but then they never 
go out and vote,” he said. 

“So (I’m for) anything 
that would add more partic¬ 
ipation.” 

Catherine Wilcox of 
north-end Halifax says 
she’ll likely try it out, too. 

“It might help me not 
have to go out,” she said.

Fougere renews attack 

Slams mayor's work on violence, Commonwealth Games

Sheila Fougere has come 
out swinging against May¬ 
or Peter Kelly again.

Rosamond Luke says the 
women’s group that fired 
her last week has been in 
shambles for a long time, 
and she’s glad she won’t 
have to work there any¬ 
more.

Luke blamed this deci¬ 
sion on the Women’s Net¬ 
work’s past president, 
Brenda Saunders/Todd, 
who was also chair of the 
AWEDA board that fired 
Luke.

The network’s website 
lists 20 members, but the 
list hasn’t been updated 
since 2006.

“I’m re¬ 
lieved not (to be) the presi¬ 
dent because it would have 
been a disaster because it’s 
already failing. 

“They have to go back 
and increase their mem¬ 
bership and find out what 
their problems are, rather 
than putting a press re¬ 
lease to say they’ve asked 
me to step down.”

Beetles may hold key to new antibiotics 


study The pine beetles 
that are massacring 
forests across the 
continent may soon prove 
a boon to human health, a 
new study in the 
prestigious journal 
Science suggests. 

The exotic bacteria and 
fungi that the destructive 
pests carry on their bodies 
could prove a treasure trove 
in the search for new antibi¬ 
otic medications, the 
study’s authors argue. 

“No one has ever looked 
where we’re looking and 
that is what I think is im¬ 
portant,” says study co-au¬ 
thor Jon Clardy, a biological 


chemist and the Hsien Wu 
and Daisy Yen Wu Professor 
at the Harvard Medical 
School in Cambridge, Mass. 

The researchers looked at 
the Southern Pine Beetle, a 
close relative of the Moun¬ 
tain Pine variety that is 
killing off vast tracts of 
British Columbia’s forests. 
These beetles burrow into 
the bark of the coniferous 
trees where they lay eggs 
and produce larvae that 
feed on the plant’s life-giv¬ 
ing outer layer. 

The study found this 
process was far more com¬ 
plex than originally 
thought; the beetle and its

tree-destroying offspring 
are also dependent on a 
pair of microbes to survive. 

These microbes — an an¬ 
tibiotic-producing bacteri¬ 
um and a fungus — are 
born within the mother 
beetle and injected into the 
tree. The microscopic fun¬ 
gus must interact with the 


tree bark before the im¬ 
planted larvae can use it for 
food, said Cameron Currie, 
an evolutionaiy biologist at 
the University of Wisconsin 
and a study co-author. 

The “beneficial fungi,” 
however, are vulnerable to 
a second fungal species, also 
carried on the mother bee¬ 
tle that can kill off the for¬ 
mer, Currie says. 

But this second fungus is 
kept in check by a third mi¬ 
crobe — the antibiotic bac¬ 
terium. 

It is this bacterium, first 
described in the Science 
study, which will surely 
peak the interest of phar¬ 


maceutical researchers, 
Currie says. Because while 
the specific bacterial com¬ 
pound of the Southern Pine 
Beetle may have no applica¬ 
tion to microbes that attack 
humans, there are thou¬ 
sands upon thousands of 
beetle species crawling the 
earth. 

If each uses a similar an¬ 
timicrobial strategy to sur¬ 
vive, the insects could rep¬ 
resent a vast source for new 
medications, Clardy says. 

The B.C. forests ministry 
estimated some 13.5 mil¬ 
lion hectares of pine stands 
had been killed or infected 
by the mountain pine bee¬ 


tle in 2007. Researchers say 
the bacteria found on the 
pine beetle could also give 
forestry scientists a new tar¬ 
get for an effective pesticide 
that would specifically at¬ 
tack the insect.

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Harper goes on offensive 

Conservative leader jabs back at rivals during English leaders' debate

A more assertive Prime 
Minister Stephen Harper 
pushed back at his four 
political rivals last night, 
charging that their 
prescriptions for the 
economy would sink 
Canada into recession. 

For the second night in a 
row, Harper faced the 
countiy’s other party lead¬ 
ers around an oval table 
and was battered by accu¬ 
sations his conservative 
economic philosophy was 
too close to Washington’s. 

In contrast to Wednes¬ 
day’s French-language de¬ 
bate, the Conservative 
leader didn’t hold back his 
jabs. He accused Liberal 
Leader Stephane Dion of 
“panicking,” and moved to 
distance himself from the 
economic policies of U.S. 
President George W. Bush. 

“We have not been fol¬ 
lowing the same policies 
of the United States. The 
economic and financial 
mess in the United States 
is disastrous,” Harper said. 
“The policies have been ir¬ 
responsible. We’ve made 
very different choices in 
Canada.” 

On a day when Toronto’s 
stock exchange plunged 
814 points, falling below 
the 11,000 mark for the 
first time in more than 
two years, the economic 
focus took on heightened 
meaning for leaders and 


voters. 

Even the section devoted 
to the environment was 
talked about in economic 
terms. 

Dion, NDP Leader Jack 
Layton and Bloc Quebecois 
Leader Gilles Duceppe sat 
on one side, a united front 
bolstered by Green Leader 
Elizabeth May, who 
flanked Harper on the oth¬ 


er side of the table. 

All four ganged up on 
Harper on the environ¬ 
ment, criminal law reform 
and controversial cuts to 
arts programming as mod¬ 
erator Steve Paikin worked 
hard to police the debate. 

But it was the economy 
that dominated the discus¬ 
sion — and laid bare the 
political tensions. 


Harper slammed Dion’s 
call in the French debate 
the night before for emer¬ 
gency economic meetings 
of top economists, finan¬ 
cial oversight agencies and 
first ministers to chart a 
way through the economic 
slowdown. 

“What leaders have to 
do is have a plan and not 
panic. Last night, 


Stephane, you panicked, 
you came on the set and 
announced a whole new 
economic plan in the mid¬ 
dle of the national debate,” 
Harper said. 

Dion countered that 
Harper had “nothing to 
propose. Doing nothing is 
not an option.” 

Opposition leaders ac¬ 
cused Harper of turning a 
blind eye to the economic 
turmoil and the toll it is 
taking on Canadians in the 
form of lost jobs and de¬ 
pleted pensions. 

Harper said he recog¬ 
nizes it is “terrible” for 
families who are losing 
jobs. “I’ve been between 
jobs, I understand that. 
But what we have to do as 
leaders is make sure we 
have a plan to create jobs.” 

May, who had won a cru¬ 
cial seat at the table de¬ 
spite the fact the Green 
party has not elected an 
MP to the House of Com¬ 
mons, unleashed a trade¬ 
mark volley, criticizing 
Harper for being the only 
party not to produce a full 
platform so far in the cam¬ 
paign. “You’ve offered 
nothing up. Where’s your 
platform?”

HALIFAX 


The Atlantic Liberal caucus 
launched its plan for the 
region this week in Halifax, 
and the green they were offer¬ 
ing wasn't for Mother Nature.

prime minister John Howard. 
One could argue the move 
was a stab at solid Conserva¬ 
tive support going into the 
debate, but the latest poll 
numbers suggest the allega¬ 
tion had little to no effect, de¬ 
spite the story making inter¬ 
national headlines. NDP 
Leader Jack Layton unveiled 
his ambitious and expensive 
platform in Toronto on 
Sunday. His $i 8 -billion plan 
includes rolling back 
corporate tax cuts, a monthly 
child-benefits cheque of $400, 
and $400 million a year from 
federal gas taxes applied to 
public transit. This last 
proposal might just be music 
to the ears of riders on the 
TTC — a system so plagued by 
frequent delays it has earned 
itself the handle “Take The 
Car."

EDMONTON 


Things were getting hot in Ed¬ 
monton's eastern suburbs as 
NDP candidate Brian Labelle 
railed against a Sherwood Park 
Chamber of Commerce forum 
that charges candidates $220 
to participate. The chamber in 
the community of 60,000 on 
Edmonton's eastern boundary 
defended the fee as necessary 
to cover costs. Labelle — on 
voters' radar since his dad was 
convicted of threatening to kill 
Premier Ed Stelmach's cows — 
said he wouldn't participate if 
he had to pay. The controversy 
was defused when an anony¬ 
mous donor volunteered to 
foot the bill. There was no 
word on whether the chamber 
would continue its practice of 
charging candidates for the 
privilege of participating in a 
debate. 

VANCOUVER 


Jack Layton had to defend an¬ 
other B.C. NDP candidate this 
week after the Liberals 
brought to light a year-old ra¬ 
dio interview where New De¬ 
mocrat Bev Colins said she 
believes the Sept. 11, 2001, 
attacks were the result of a 
conspiracy. She has since 
issued a statement saying she 
now believes terrorists were 
behind the attacks. 


Refugee and women's 
activists are calling for 
an immediate stay on 
deportation orders 
against immigrant 
women trying to stay in 
Canada as a sanctuary 
against violence. 

Amnesty International 
and the YWCA joined the 
immigrant rights group 
No One Is Illegal yester¬ 
day to demand the feder¬ 
al parties take a stand on 
an immigration system 
that they say doesn’t live 
up to Canada’s own poli¬ 
cies of human rights pro¬ 
tection. 


“Canada was one of the 
first countries to recog¬ 
nize” violence against 
women as grounds for a 
refugee claim, said the 
YWCA’s Ann Dector. “We 
honour that on paper but 
not in practice.” 

One arm of the Immi¬ 
gration and Refugee 
Board has guidelines 
about women asking for 
refugee status because of 
domestic violence, but 
not all parts of the system 
follow that, said Dector. 

The New Democrats and 
the Green party sent let¬ 
ters of support to the cam¬ 


paign. The Liberals prom¬ 
ised a response in seven 
days. The Tories haven’t 
replied. 

The campaign is also 
calling for: A clear policy 
to stop federal or local au¬ 
thorities from going into 
shelters to hand over de¬ 
portation orders. 

“We know of a number 
of instances where 
women have been arrest¬ 
ed, detained and deport¬ 
ed” while in shelters, said 
Cindy Cowan, who organ¬ 
ized the news confer¬ 
ence.

Energy, metals and agri¬ 
cultural commodities 
make up more than half 
Canada’s exports. The 
United States buys about 
three quarters of the total. 

The S&P/TSX composite 
index fell 813.97 points, or 
about seven per cent, to 
close at 10,900.54; its biggest 
drop since Oct. 25,2000.

The Canadiens could use 
rising star Andrei Kostitsyn 
to play opposite Kovalev on 
the left wing. The 23-year- 
old Belarusian made a big 
leap in his development 
last year with 26 goals and 
27 helpers for Montreal. 

Andrei’s younger broth¬ 
er, right wing Sergei Kostit¬ 
syn, also played in 52 
games for the Habs last 
season and recorded 27 
points (9g, 18a). 

ON DEFENCE 

The Montreal defence 
will be largely unchanged 
from last season and the 
Habs hope that means An¬ 
drei Markov will have the 
same type of year he did in 
2007-08. 

Markov was left with the 
role of Montreal’s top de¬ 
fencemen after Sheldon 
Souray opted to sign with 
Edmonton in the summer 
of 2007. The Russian filled 
those shoes both on of¬ 
fence and defence, steady¬ 


ing the Montreal blue-line 
while posting career bests 
in goals (16), points (58) 
and games played (82). 

IN THE CREASE 

GM Bob Gainey took per¬ 
haps the biggest gamble of 
the 2007-08 season when 
he opted to trade starting 
goaltender Cristobal Huet 
at the deadline, thus leav¬ 
ing a then 20-year-old rook¬ 
ie Carey Price as the pri¬ 
mary option for the up¬ 
coming playoffs. 

Price played well down 
the stretch for the Habs 
and ended the season with 
a 24-12-3 record to go along 
with a solid 2.56 goals 
against average and .920 
save percentage. 

WHEN ALL IS SAID 
AND DONE 

Last year wasn’t a fluke, 
the Habs just developed 
quicker than most pundits 
expected. The Canadiens 
won’t have the element of 
surprise on their side this 
year, but when you are 
blessed with speed, skill 
and youth, that shouldn’t 
really matter. Expect Mon¬ 
treal to challenge for the 
No. 1 seed in the East once 
again and don’t be shocked 
if the team wins it all.

NBA ref acted alone in 
betting scandal: Report 


tim donaghy The NBA re¬ 
leased the results of a re¬ 
view of the league's embat¬ 
tled officiating program 
yesterday in the wake of 
the Tim Donaghy scandal. 

Donaghy, a former NBA 
referee, received a 15- 
month prison sentence for 
his role in betting on NBA 
games. 

Lawrence B. Pedowitz, a 
former chief of the Crimi¬ 
nal Division in the United 
States Attorney's Office for 
the Southern District of 
New York, was appointed 
by the NBA to review the 
officiating program and 
make recommendations. 

Following a 14-month in¬ 
vestigation, Pedowitz rec¬ 
ommended significant 
changes, but found no evi¬ 
dence of illegal activity by 
any referees other than 
Donaghy. 

The 116-page report rec¬ 
ommended strengthening 
the NBA's anti-gambling 
rules, improving the en¬ 
forcement of these rules 
and creating a “culture of 
compliance” among all 
league and team employ¬ 
ees, including through the 
reorganization of the man-

agement of the referee pro¬ 
gram and the creation of 
an anonymous hotline for 
gambling information. 

The report also said the 
league should increase 
monitoring of games for 
suspicious activity, and 
should increase efforts to 
eliminate the perception 
of referee bias by making 
more information avail¬ 
able about the referee pro¬ 
gram and increasing access 
to the referees by fans and 
media. 

NBA commissioner 
David Stern has also asked 
Pedowitz to review the 
new program at the end of 
the upcoming season.

Justin Pender jokes that 
he has a problem with his 
ice time.

The 19-year-old over-ager 
doesn’t actually mind, of 
course, but there is little 
doubt the Halifax Moose- 
heads have worked him in¬ 
to the ground through sev¬ 
en games this season.

MacMillan to make season debut 

Forward expected to give boost to Mooseheads' offence 


Logan MacMillan will make his 
season debut tonight at 7 p.m. 
when the Halifax Mooseheads 
host the P.E.I. Rocket. 

The 19-year-old forward has 
been at the Anaheim Ducks' 
training camp since the start of 
the season and will provide an 
instant boost for a team that 
has a 2-5 record, third-last in 
the QMJHL, and averages less 
than three goals per game. 

“We're off to a slow start, 
but talking to the older guys, 

MacMillan hits the nail 
on the head. Pender does 
have a cannon of a shot, a 
blast that was clocked with 
a street-hockey ball at a 
ridiculous 112 miles per 
hour this summer. 

“I’ve seen some guys 
shoot the puck 100 miles 
per hour and I’d say 
Justin’s would be right 
around that speed,” says 
Mooseheads head coach 
Cam Russell, a former 
NHLer. 

“He’s got an NHL shot, 


they said we're a hard-working 
team,” said MacMillan, who 
had 41 points in 46 games last 
season. "It's different from the 
all-skill team we had last year, 
so it's pretty exciting.” 

The Ducks' first-round pick in 
2006 played in one pre-season 
game, skating with Samuel 
Pahlsson and George Parros. 

“Those guys know the 
ropes,” MacMillan said. “They 
made it pretty easy for me and 
it was a good experience." 

and we’ve never had that 
big howitzer back there fir¬ 
ing the puck on the power 
play.” 

Pender, who has three 
goals and four assists, has a 
fairly straightforward of¬ 
fensive mentality. 

“Set it up and fire away, 
pretty much,” he says. 

But it’s more than just 
that. The six-foot-four, 210- 
pound native of St. John’s, 
N.L., has been getting his 
shot off quicker and with 
more accuracy than in pre¬ 


vious years. 

His doubled ice time 
doesn’t hurt, either. 

“It’s a big jump,” Pender 
says. “It’s good for the con¬ 
fidence when they’re de¬ 
pending on you for the last 
minute, power play and 
penalty kill. I’m just trying 
to take advantage.” 

Pender’s game is weight¬ 
ed more to the offensive 
side, but he is holding his 
own when matched 
against top-line forwards. 
He has also cut down on 
sloppy puck-moving errors 
that have sometimes been 
an issue in the past. 

Pender is nearly halfway 
toward cracking last sea¬ 
son’s career-high of four 
goals and 12 assists, and it 
would be no surprise for 
him to surpass his three- 
year total of 34 points. 

“I don’t see why not. It’s 
confidence and opportuni¬ 
ty, and he has both right 
now,” Russell says. “The 
rest is up to him.”

Schussler leading the way 


Huskies fullback a key component to team's rushing offence 


The running backs keep 
changing, but the massive 
yardage stays the same for 
the Saint Mary’s Huskies. 

No team in the country 
has a better running game 
since the start of last sea¬ 
son, a stunning 3,527 yards 
— nearly 300 per game — 
with huge gains going to 
Jacques Lumbala last year 
and Allistair Blair, Craig 
Leger and Devon Jones this 
year. 

The common denomina¬ 
tor, however, is fullback 
Tyler Schussler. 

“He’s our rock,” Huskies 
head coach Steve Sumarah 
says. “He’s been our con¬ 
stant since he started here, 
and he has played a massive 
role in our running game.” 

Schussler, who is from 
Kenora, Ont., and entering 
his fifth year, is a crucial 
part of a well-oiled engine 
that includes skilled run¬ 
ning backs and a rock-solid 
offensive line. 

The numbers hide his im¬ 
pact. Heading into this Sat¬ 
urday’s 2 p.m. road game 
against the St. Francis 
Xavier X-Men, the 6-foot-l,

250-pounder has just 33 ca¬ 
reer carries for 156 yards 
and three touchdowns, a 
week’s work for Blair or 
Jones. 

But Schussler typically 
only carries the ball in 
short-yardage situations — 
more this year than ever 
before — and is on the 
field in two-baclc sets for 
blocking purposes. 

“My job is mostly block¬ 
ing and I’d be lying if I told 
you any different,” Schus¬ 
sler admits. “Coach has 
been nice enough to give 
me some short-yardage car¬ 
ries this year, but we’ve got 
mad depth at running 
back, and I try to do my 
part — I block and let the 
running backs do their 
thing.” 

Sumarah describes Schus¬ 
sler as “strong and very, 
very physical” and says 


“people take him complete¬ 
ly for granted.” 

Fullback is a position that 
doesn’t earn many head¬ 
lines — today aside — and 
Atlantic University Sport 
doesn’t even recognize it 
with a separate all-star posi¬ 
tion at season’s end. 

But maybe it should. Just 
ask Jones, who was the ben¬ 
eficiary of Schussler’s ef¬ 
forts when he ripped off 
251 yards last Saturday in 
the first significant action 
of his university career. 

“Nobody understands 
how hard it is,” Jones says. 
“The numbers speak for 
themselves. It wasn’t just 
me running out there. In 
Canadian ball if you’re a 
running team, you need a 
fullback, and Schuss is one 
of the best fullbacks in 
Canada.” 

Described as a quiet, con¬ 
summate teammate by his 
peers, Schussler is content 
to remain in the shadows. 

“The goal at the begin¬ 
ning of the season isn’t to 
become an all-star or put 
up numbers,” he says. “It’s 
to win a Vanier Cup.”

SAG seeks strike 
authority

Maher goes for easy shots in Religulous

For a man who seems al¬ 
together proud of his 
atheism, Bill Maher 
comes off with an 
evangelical fervour for 
his cause by the time Re¬ 
ligulous sums itself up, 
shifting gears from a 
comic odyssey through 
the lunatic fringe of true 
believers to pleading the 
cause of doubt and secu¬ 
larism with a zeal that it¬ 
self calls for some satiri¬ 
cal response. 

It’s hard not to find 
something to laugh at in 
the film Maher and direc¬ 
tor Larry Charles have 
made. Having persisted 
throughout the history of 
mankind, religion has pro¬ 
duced more than its share 
of apparent absurdities, 
and since Charles and Ma¬

her seem mostly interested 
in shooting fish in a barrel, 
their subject provides 
them with a virtual Sea- 
world of targets. 

Almost without fail, Ma¬ 
her goes for the easy shots, 
picking from the usual 
galleiy of greedy American 
evangelicals through the 


risible tenets of Mormons 
and Scientologists before 
proceeding from the fun¬ 
damentalist edge of Ju¬ 
daism to the murderous 
manifestations of Islam. 
(For some reason, Bud¬ 
dhists, Hindus and Zoroas- 
trians get off scot free.) 

To do this, Maher has to 


work from the presump¬ 
tion that every religion is 
basically identical and that 
its most gullible, disingen¬ 
uous or intolerant practi¬ 
tioners speak for the rest. 
In Amsterdam, Maher does 
a shambling interview 
with the self-appointed 
head of a Church of 


Cannabis, who may be the 
sole priest and parishioner 
of his faith and who most¬ 
ly serves to play an unwit¬ 
ting Chong to Maher’s 
Cheech. 

He spares his abundant 
sarcasm with two Catholic 
priests he meets in Rome, 
however — the director of 
the Vatican Observatoiy 
provides a useful refutation 
of creationism, while an 
elderly padre he meets in 
St. Peter’s Square amuses 
Maher with a curmudgeon¬ 
ly dismissal of biblical liter¬ 
alism. Maher relies almost 
exclusively on “gotcha” 
moments and relentlessly 
massaged editing of his in¬ 
terviews to make his point, 
cut with old movies and 
cornball biblical epics to 
provide the rimshots for 
his punch lines. 

Since his targets of op¬ 
portunity are so broadly 
chosen, almost anyone will 
find something to laugh at 
in Religulous, but ulti¬ 
mately Maher is preaching 
to the choir with an undis¬ 
guised dishonesty that on¬ 
ly the true believers will 
forgive.

While older critics and 
viewers won’t be able to 
resist comparing the film 
to American Graffiti, 
younger audiences at 
Nick & Norah’s Infinite 
Playlist might chafe at 
their presumption. 

The filmmakers and stu¬ 
dio are really hoping 
young audiences are will¬ 
ing to embrace the movie 
as their own and see it. 
The bad news is that, 
should Nick & Norah’s In¬ 
finite Playlist take off with 
the college-and-under set, 
chances are they’ll proba¬ 
bly be downloading it ille¬ 
gally. 

Michael Cera is the Nick 
of the title, a woeful re¬ 
cent dumpee still hung up 
on his break-up with Tris 
(Alexis Dziena), a girl both 
clearly out of his league 


and eminently worth his 
friends’ scorn. 

The only straight mem¬ 
ber of a queercore band, 
he captures the attention 
of Norah (Kat Dennings), a 
schoolmate of Tris’, after a 
gig, when she chooses 
him randomly to pretend 
to be her boyfriend to 
spite Tris. 


She’s forced to keep up 
the fiction when Tris sud¬ 
denly comes over all pos¬ 
sessive with her discarded 
beau and the three of 
them head out, friends in 
tow, on a rambling night 
in Manhattan in search of 
a super-secret surprise gig 
by their fave band. 

Steeped with references 


to indie bands and cameos 
by Saturday Night Live 
cast members, the film 
gets the tone of urban cul¬ 
ture and fledgling hipsters 
mostly right, thanks to 
the performances director 
Peter Sollett gets from 
Cera and Dennings and 
the rest of the youthful 
cast. 

Everyone sounds com¬ 
fortable with the wry, sar¬ 
castic but wholly defen¬ 
sive rhetoric wielded by 
young people, though Ari 
Graynor’s performance as 
Caroline — Norah’s help¬ 
lessly drunk and guileless 
best friend — threatens to 
steal most of her scenes. 

Like any romance, the 
film is a plea for true love 
and the triumph of inno¬ 
cence over cynicism, even 
as the camera coyly wan¬ 
ders away from showing 
the young lovers consum¬ 
mating their love with a 
finger-bang on a couch in 
a famous New York 
recording studio. 

That the film can em¬ 
brace queercore and fin¬ 
ger-bangs and still look 
like one of the more virtu¬ 
ous depictions of teen life 
out there says a lot about 
kids today.

Whenever it seems like 
the Western has lost all 
relevance in 

contemporary culture, a 
director comes along to 
prove there is still life in 
the cinematic genre. 

This time, it’s Ed Harris 
who stepped behind the 
camera to put cowboys 
back on film. The actor 
hasn’t directed since Pol¬ 
lack in 2000, and while Ap¬ 


paloosa might highlight 
some of Harris’ limitations 
as a director, it is still quite 
an accomplished and sur¬ 
prisingly funny sopho¬ 
more effort. 

As with most Westerns, 
the setup is cookie cutter: 
Two guns-for-hire (Ed Har¬ 
ris and Viggo Mortensen) 
take over the sheriff’s role 
in a small town to drive 
out a local troublemaker 
(Jeremy Irons, struggling 
with an American accent). 
Of course, there is also an 
impossibly beautiful 
woman who unlocks the 
heart of the rugged gun¬ 
slinger (Renee Zellweger). 

What makes Appaloosa 
stand out from most West¬ 
ern revivals is Harris’ clear 
understanding of the 
genre and his desire to toy 
with the conventions. 


Harris’ sheriff might be 
heroic and deadly, but he 
is also a little thickheaded, 
frequently relying on his 


partner to finish his sen¬ 
tences. Harris uses many of 
these genre inversions as 
comic relief. Though by no 


means a parody, the witty 
screenplay frequently 
mocks genre expectations 
and is consistently funny. 


“The acting and the 
screenplay are solid 
enough to make 
Appaloosa a worthy 
addition to the 
Western oeuvre.” 

The only real problem 
with the film is Harris 
lacks the visual story¬ 
telling skills necessary to 
create an epic Western. 

Filmmakers like John 
Ford and Sergio Leone 
made the Western a direc¬ 
tor’s genre and without 
lush and exciting visuals, 
the movie feels incom¬ 
plete. Still, the acting and 
screenplay are solid 
enough to make Appaloosa 
a worthy addition to the 
Western oeuvre.

How to Lose Friends lacks bite of book

REVIEW How To Lost 
Friends & Alienate People 
comes to screens with an 
impeccable comedic pedi¬ 
gree. 

The script is based on a 
bile-filled expose of the 
media by self-proclaimed 
narcissistic jerk Toby 
Young, the cast features 
such names as Simon Pegg 
and Jeff Bridges, and the 
project was directed by 
Curb Your Enthusiasm vet¬ 
eran Robert Weide. 

All the pieces are in 
place for a masterpiece of 
the comic faux pas ... but, 
sadly, the film fails to de¬ 
liver on its considerable 
potential. Though hardly a 
bad movie, the filmmakers 
rely too heavily on slap¬ 
stick comedy and senti¬ 


mentality for it to be any¬ 
thing more than glossy es¬ 
capism. The book had bite, 
but the movie is muzzled. 

Simon Pegg stars as Sid¬ 
ney Young (all the names 
in the film were changed 
to protect the innocent), a 
wannabe entertainment 
journalist from England 
who suddenly finds him¬ 
self working for a major 
magazine in New York. 

Once Young is estab¬ 
lished in his new setting 
we sit back and watch him 
gradually blow eveiy op¬ 


portunity he’s given 
through inappropriate be¬ 
haviour. The book accu¬ 
rately paints Young as an 
arrogant blowhard who 
simply can’t follow social 
decorum. It’s a hilarious 
tale of humiliation that 
ends with Young getting 
what he deserves. 

The movie tries to make 
Young more agreeable by 
making him learn how to 
behave and fall in love 
with Kirsten Dunst (who 
has nothing to do but be 
pretty and likable). The de¬ 


cision might make the sto¬ 
ry more palatable for gen¬ 
eral audiences, but it 
squanders the best quali¬ 
ties of the source material. 

It’s confusing that Weide 
allowed this to happen giv¬ 
en how unapologetic the 
humour is on Curb. Fortu¬ 
nately, the key set pieces 
from the book are retained 
and Pegg and Bridges are 
talented enough to make 
most scenes breeze by. 

It’s just unfortunate that 
the project isn’t what it 
could have been.

claimed book by Nobel lau¬ 
reate Jose Saramago, Blind¬ 
ness was deemed un- 
filmable. Well that was un¬ 
til multi-talented Canadian 
actor/writer Don McKellar 
— perhaps most famous as 
the playwright of The 
Drowsy Chaperone — got 
his hands on it. 

That may surprise some, 
but anyone who’s seen 
McKellar’s 1998 apocalyp¬ 
tic comic-drama Last Night 
will surely recognize simi¬ 
larities. 

The story of a city be¬ 
sieged by a strange disease 
that causes everyone to 
suffer a “white blindness,” 
this film is part-allegory, 
part-dystopian drama. Sim¬ 
ply put, as everyone except 
Julianne Moore loses their 
sight and are put in quar-

antine, society crumbles 
into chaos, violence and 
disarray. At times, it makes 
for a harrowing suspense 
drama, and director Fer¬ 
nando Mereilles adds a no¬ 
table visual flair that will 
either evoke an impressive 
sense of dread or simply 
nauseate you depending 
on your penchant for jump 
cuts, white blurs and un¬ 
conventional angles. 

Excellent performances 
from Moore, Mark Ruffalo 
and a great cast certainly 
provide lift to Blindness 
but Mereilles — and 
McKellar’s bleak, sophisti¬ 
cated story — seem so fo¬ 
cused on broad symbolic 
themes of humanity in 
times of crisis, Blindness 
may actually impair some 
moviegoers from discern¬ 
ing the point in the end.

review Flash of Genius 
isn’t an easy movie to sell 
to audiences: It’s opening 
on a weekend opposite no 
less than a dozen other 
films. 

It doesn’t feature a major 


star (unless Greg Kinnear 
makes you giddy), and it’s 
about the guy who created 
the intermittent wind¬ 
shield wiper — not exactly 
the sort of invention that 
leaves most mouths gaping 
in awe. 

Set in the heyday of the 
automobile, Kinnear plays 
Robert Kearns, an eccentric 
college professor who — af¬ 
ter literally getting corked 
in the eye — invents a new 
wiper. 

When the Ford Motor Co. 
shows just enough interest 
to get his prototype and 
steal the idea, Kearns must 


take on the auto giant to 
regain his dignity even 
though it costs him his 
family and, by all indica¬ 
tion, his sanity. 

As the film briefly shows, 
Kearns did crack during his 
quest, only to be found 
travelling by bus to Wash¬ 
ington convinced then- 
President Nixon commis¬ 
sioned him to design a car. 

Making his directorial 
debut, veteran producer 
Marc Abraham focuses not 
on such dark detail, but on 
the inspirational side of 
Kearns’ story, essentially 
turning a tale about an ec¬ 


centric eveiyman and his 
labourious court case into a 
bittersweet Capra-esque 
family film. 

An exceptional perform¬ 
ance by Kinnear anchors 
the drama, but ultimately 
the film suffers from a 
bland positivity. Even one 
of the film’s producers re¬ 
cently admitted to the New 
York Times, “the real Bob 
Kearns was 10 times as 
paranoid.” 

It might have paid off to 
see a bit less genius and 
more of whatever put 
Kearns on that bus going to 
Washington.

Reggie Youngblood says 
you'll find the sexually re¬ 
pressed Christian rock 
scene a great place to find 
sex, but it takes patience 
to work your mojo. 

“You start by going up to 
someone and say, ‘Hey, I’m 
looking for a prayer part¬ 
ner,’” says the frontman of 
Black Kids. “It eventually 
gets to a point where nei¬ 
ther of you can hold back 
your urges, and the climax 
ends up being better than 
any drug. It’s not a quick 
hookup, but it’s worth go¬ 
ing to hell for.” 

He knows of what he 
speaks. Before his five- 
piece new wave and rock 
hybrid assembled in Jack¬ 
sonville, Fla., in early 2006 
and went on to become the 
latest indie pop media dar¬ 
ling, Youngblood adapted 


his Southern Baptist Sun¬ 
day school sensibilities to a 
Christian rock band. 

Youngblood and compa¬ 
ny soon found success af¬ 
ter they replaced God with 
80s retro stylings, pulling 
influence from synthy 
sounds and dance rhythms 
set to his sometimes dour 
lead vocals from the likes 
ABC, Morrisey, The Cure 
and even some hair metal 
on 2007 EP Wizard of Ahhs 
and 2008’s full-length Par- 
tie Traumatic. 

“The songs aren’t too 
terribly different from 
what we’ve done before. 
We’ve taken all the guilt 
out of our lyrics and we 
changed ‘Jesus” to ‘baby,’” 
he said. “We we’re very 
cognizant of what we en¬ 
joyed as children, and that 
stuff reigns supreme on 
our record. I remember 
buying Poison’s Open Up 
And Say Ahh! and the per¬ 
son at the counter was 


like, ‘This is what you 
want?”’ 

After a 2007 breakout 
gig at the Athens Popfest 
in Georgia, critics includ¬ 
ing the New York Times 
and Rolling Stone — who 
called Black Kids one of 
the ten “artists to watch” 
this year — lustily gushed 
over the band. In a very 
short time, Black Kids have 
hit No. 5 on the U.K. 
charts, played this year’s 
Lollapalooza and has em¬ 
barked on their first long¬ 
term tour. 

It’s not a question of too 
much too soon for the 
band, but they will admit 
they’ve already reached 
some of their career goals. 

Of course, there’s always 
somewhere higher you can 
go. “We’ve definitely al¬ 
ready done things we’ve 
aspired to do, like play our 
dream gigs,” Youngblood 

said. “But I guess we could Partie Traumatic, the debut album by Black Kids, was released in Canada in July. They’ve been 
always headline one next.” called one of ten "Artists to Watch" in 2008 by Rolling Stone magazine.

a slow start: The fall TV sea¬ 
son — which we haven’t 
quite escaped; do I need to 
point that out? — is unoffi¬ 
cially in its second week, 
and the numbers aren’t 
looking good. According to 
a Variety story this week, 
ratings have seen a 4.3 per 
cent decline from last year, 
with NBC getting the worst 
battering, losing a whop¬ 
ping 16.3 per cent of its 
viewership, followed by 
CBS, with an overall ratings 
decline of 9.6 per cent. 

Only Fox and the CW are 
showing modest gains, 
though a Fox executive told 
Variety that he basically 
blamed viewers. “I just 
don’t think the general au¬ 
dience was ready or pre¬ 
pared or aware that broad¬ 
cast TV was back with new 
season premieres,” said Pe¬ 
ter Liguori, chairman of en¬ 
tertainment for Fox. I know 
what he means — even I 
can’t help but feel nostalgic 
for a time when we spent 
half the summer getting 
ready for the new TV sea¬ 
son. 


As a kid, we used to scan 
the production notes in Va¬ 
riety eager for news from 
the sets of Happy Days and 
All In The Family, and 
would linger for hours un¬ 
der shady trees to escape 
the midday heat and imag¬ 
ine just what we thought 
was going to happen in the 
upcoming seasons of Rhoda 
and The Rockford Files. 
We’d even turn our back¬ 
yards into the junkyard set 
from Sanford & Son, and 
fight to see who got to play 
Meathead or J.J. from Good 
Times. Kids these days — 
they have no respect for tra¬ 
dition. 

Fox, true to form, has 
been the quickest to react, 
rewarding Fringe with a sec¬ 
ond season despite its disap¬ 
pointing performance so 
far, and getting ready to can¬ 
cel the Sarah Connor Chron¬ 
icles for dragging down the 
ratings for Prison Break, its 
lead-out show on Tuesday 
nights. Most returning 
shows are trying to regain 
audiences lost to the short 
season caused by the Holly¬ 
wood writers’ strike, but 
many of them have been off 
the air for 10 months. It’s at 
times like this that a down¬ 
load marketplace instead of 
a seasonal broadcast sched¬ 
ule should start looking 
even more attractive to ex¬ 
ecutives; it’s already in¬ 


evitable, but even at times 
like this, it’s unwise to un¬ 
derestimate the entropy 
that rules decision-making 
in the TV industry. 

in the woods: Food pro¬ 
gramming is probably the 
most constricted on the air 
in terms of style, but the 
Food Network might have 
broken the mold with The 
Wild Chef, a homegrown 
production debuting 

tonight. Hosted by Martin 
Picard, the bear-lilce 
chef/owner of Montreal’s 
Au Pied de Cochon, and his 
amiable sous chef Hugue 
Dufour, it’s a woolly, am¬ 
bling travelogue through 
the backwoods of Quebec, 
as Picard searches for some¬ 
thing he’s never eaten be¬ 
fore, like the muskrat he 
barbeques in the pilot.

World falling for flamenco 

Performer notes growing interest in traditional Spanish art of dance

You can hear it in her 
voice, with her words, the 
passion for flamenco danc¬ 
ing that Spain’s Inmacula- 
da Ortega has. 

“For me it’s a language,” 
the 37-year-old said from 
her home in Madrid.

Spain highlight this year’s 
Fall For Flamenco Festival 
with a performance titled 
Color Y Ritmo at the Re¬ 
becca Cohn Auditorium at 
8 p.m. 

Ortega and Ruiz are visit¬ 
ing Halifax to share their 
vision of flamenco, a Span¬ 
ish art form that includes 
song, dance and guitar 


playing. 

“It’s going to be based in 
pure flamenco,” Ortega 
said of their performance, 
which includes award-win¬ 
ning composer and gui¬ 
tarist Arcadio Marin. “It’s 
something very tradition¬ 
al. It’s not mixed with any 
kind of modern dances 
like a lot of people are do¬ 
ing now. It’s very, very 
pure.” 

Ortega and Ruiz have 
been performing flamenco 
together for the last 10 
years. Both bring different 
styles to the stage, but Or¬ 
tega said it makes for a 
good combination. “I show 
the female style. It’s very 
feminine, very sensual and 
very elegant. And he’s very 


powerful,” she said. “So, 
everybody can see the dif¬ 
ferences in style between a 
man and a woman.” 

This is the third annual 
Fall For Flamenco Festival 
in Halifax, with tomorrow 
night’s performance mark¬ 
ing the largest venue at 
which an event has ever 
been staged. The two-weelc 
festival concludes on Tues¬ 
day. 

“I think flamenco is 
growing all over the 
world,” said Ortega, who 
has been flamenco danc¬ 
ing since she was seven.

Fall Horsie’s Justin Karas 
has turned a negative into 
a positive. 

About 18 months ago,

“The experience of that

“It was a bizarre expe¬ 
rience, and that’s sort of 
the thematic link between 
all of the songs on the al¬ 
bum.” 

Released by Halifax’s 
Youth Club Records, Fall 
Horsie is having its CD re¬ 
lease show for 
Devil(e)durge tomorrow at 
9 p.m. at the North Street 
Church. This is the second 
album for Fall Horsie, with 
Karas calling it “a drastic 
change” from its 2006 CD, 
From The Seams of Doors 
A Cone Of Light. The re¬ 
lease date for Devil(e)durge 


is Oct. 28. 

“The recording was a lot 
more ambitious. The songs 
are a lot larger and more 
complex” said Karas, the 
band’s singer-songwriter. 
“I spent about two months 
working on each song for 
the new album, when 
most of the songs on the 
first album were written 
over the course of like 20 
minutes.” 

Saturday’s show is the 
kick-off of a new cross- 
Canada tour for Fall Hor¬ 
sie, which just wrapped up 
a coast-to-coast stint this 
summer as the opening act 


to Ghost Bees. The tour for 
Fall Horsie’s goes until the 
end of November.. 

“I’m very much looking 


forward to it,” Karas said. 
“This is going to be the 
first (tour) where the focus 
is on us.” “

Shrimp, Melon and 
Mango Salad 

INGREDIENTS: 

1 lb (500 g) cooked peeled 
large shrimp 
1 mango 

1 honeydew melon, peeled 
and cubed 

8 cherry tomatoes, halved 
3 cups (750 mL) arugula leaves 

1 medium cucumber, sliced 
Salt and pepper 

DRESSING: 

2 tbsp (25 mL) olive oil 
Juice of 1 lemon 

1 tbsp (15 mL) honey 

2 tbsp (25 mL) chopped 
fresh mint 

Fresh mint leaves as garnish 

METHOD: 

1. Whisk together all the dress¬ 
ing ingredients in a large bowl 
Season lightly with salt and 
pepper. Add the shrimp to the 
dressing, cover and leave to 
marinate in the refrigerator 
for 30 minutes to 1 hour. 

2. Halve the mango 


lengthwise, cutting down each 
side of the pit. Cut the flesh on 
each half in a criss-cross fash¬ 
ion to make cubes, then cut 
the cubes away from the skin. 
3. Remove the shrimp from the 
fridge. Add the mango, melon 
and tomatoes and gently stir 
together. Arrange the arugula 
leaves and cucumber slices 
around the edge of a shallow 
serving dish, and spoon the 
shrimp mixture into the cen¬ 
tre. Garnish with sprigs of 
mint and serve.
